GREAT BRITAIN, UNITED STATES, AND 
CENTRAL AMERICA, 

In the United States Senate on the 3rd inst, 

A mays of documents was received from the 
President, consisting of correspondence be- 
tween the British and American Governments, 
concerning the Clayton and Bulwer ‘Treaty 
on the subject of Central America. The moat 
interesting part of Cie correspondence is com- 
prized of two letters, one from Lord Clarendon 
and the other from Mr, Harding, the Queen's 
advocate, hoth of which we suljourn :— 
Foreign Ofice, Muy 17, 1853. 

Sin.—As great misconception appears to 
prevail, not only among the people of the 
United States, but also among persons placed 
in high responsible eiuations in the Govera- 
mentof that country with regard to the true 
nature of the engegeinonts in whieh Great 
Britain entered by the Convention of Wash. 
ington of April 19, 1850, with respect to her 
present ani future relations with the Mosquito 
and the ather nations of Central America, and 
isconception if not immediately 
rected, might lead ( serious misunderstanding 
between Great Britain and tho United States,

over (he same.”? 

All these engagemenis Great Britain will 
religiously keep, as she does not doubt that 
they will be religiously Uept by the United 
States ; but Great Britain lms nowhere in the 
treaty of Apri! 1850 renounced, nor ever had 
any intention to renounce, the full aad abso 
lute right which she possesses over her lawl{ul 
territories in Central Ametica, such ax that 
designation was distinctly understood and de- 
clared by the negotiations of the treaty. Nor 
has Great Britain renounced by the treaty 
by which she has for centuries past aflorded 
and still affords to the Misquito Territory, with 
4 view (o relieve the question of the Mosquito 
Territory or whatever there my be indefinite 
about it, and to place it upon aclear and stable 
footing, which will be equally advantagevus to 
Mosquito itvelf, and to all the powers which 
are in any way connecied with or concerned 


on many occasions within the last twelve 
months, made overtares of the fairest and most 
iberal and practical character to the United 
States Government, inviting that Goverament 
to go hard in hand with the Government of 
itain in devising and establishing a 
scheme of adjustinent by which the aflairs of 
Central America (Mosquito included) shall be 
satisfactorily and. permanently setiled, and the 
honor of Great Britain, us an ancient protector 
of Mosquito, shall be preeerved in tact. Ter 
Majesty’s Government is still ready and desir- 
ous at any moment to enter into friendly com- 
munications with the United Siates Govern- 
ment on this important matter, and they are of 
opinion that the sooner such negotiation is 
opened and terminated the better. It will be 
for all the parties concerned, and the greater 
will he the security fr the maintenance of the 
friendly relations which now so happily subsist 
hetween Great Britain and the United ‘States, 
but until such settement be finally concluded 
it is obvious that Great Britain cannotabandon 
her present position with regard to Mosquito, 
nor can she permit either Nicaragua or Hon- 
duras to assert and still less to attempt to estab- 
lish by force ofarais over any part of Mosquito, 
a right of possession which Great Britain has 
a denied and still denies, and if cither 
Nicaragua or Honduras were still to continue 
to make aggresdions on the Mosquito Territory 
with that object it must be at their own peril. 
Such are the views which Her Miajesty’s Go- 
veenment entertain with respect to Central 
America, as elected by the tr of Washing- 
ton of the 9th of April 1850; and such, is the 
course of condvet whiel Her Majesty’s Go- 
vernment propose to purse. With respect to 
that country and to the various questions which 
have arisen or may rise under the “treaty, 1 
will, however, add that Her Majeaty’s Govern- 
ment have no intention of disturbing or depart- 
ing in any way from the arrangement entered 
inte beiween-thetworGuverynetitas for the 
maintainance of the de facto’ gogerninent and 
position of Greytown. Your willread this de- 
spatch to the United States Seerotary of State, 
and you will atthe same time repeat to bin 
the earnest dosire which fs felt by Her Majes 
ty’s Government to proceed throughout the 
Whole of this matter cordially and in the moat 
uareserved manner with the Geverament ol 
the United States.

VISITING FROM HOUSE TO HOUSE. 


This Apostolic injunction can never be eafe~ 
ly omitted, becaree there are so many benchis 
gained by such visits to families which cannot 
be attained in any other way. 

Iris, however, to be feared that many Cler- 
Ysmen content themselves with one general 
visitation, and think they have done enough ; 
hut if they never vee their people afterwards 
how are they to beconie acquainted with their 
tempers and dispositions, their peculiar habits 
and propensities? Hence the necessity of 
ustablishing a regular system of visilation. 

Large as our missions are they seldom ex- 
ceil G4 square miles,ora square of eight thiles, 
but whatever their estent may be, lepit be di- 
vided into such portions ax may be visited eys~ 
tefatically in a given time. : 

+Commente your first round as quickly a8 
possible afier you take possession of your mis- 
sion, that you nfay know your people, and 
ever after so arrange that you may visit every 
household at least once a year. 

Some families require your personal alten- 
tion oftener than others, and to this sou should 
as far as practicable give your attention You 
should be found occasionally in every part of 
your mission, otherwise you will never become 
intimately acquainted with your scattered flock. 

‘To proceed in this manner is more necessa~ 
ry in acolony like this than in the tmother 
country, because our population is continually 
moving—soime going and others ening 5 and 
in the more remote eettlements the greater 
number are cominonly emigrants just ayrived. 

Suppose (he miesion, when you Gret osstinio 
the incumbency to contsin GOO inhabitants, 
or 120 families with tle certainty of pabing 
every ten yenis 5 this presents at firs sight a 
formidable Geld of Inbor, but-ae the population 
is mixed, a third or fourth only Lelong 19 Ws, it 
ix not beyond the strength of an active clergy- 
man, with the aid of method nnd order. . 

At first his portion would be about thirty or 
forty families scottered overa Inrge surface, 
and these may be all visited ina few weeks;
